G,S.R. 382(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 146 of the Sikh Gurdwaras _Ast,_ 1925 (Punjab Act 
8 of 1925), ns modified by the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs number 
S.O. 63(E) dated the 3rd February, 1978, issued under sub¬ 
section (1), read with sub-sections (2) and (3), of ^ecilon 
72 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Sikh Gurdwaras Board Election Rules.
